In the Japanese speaking world, Alexandrite's name is 
Arekisandoraito, which is quite a mouthful. The obvious 
abbreviation of the name is Areki, with a -san (the J apanese 
equivalent of Mr. or Ms.) added for respect—or in this case, 
disrespect, as it is already in the original name, and is clearly 
not the gem's preferred form of address. Alexandrite prefers 
to be addressed with the cuter and friendlier name suffix, 
-chan. The translators attempted to replicate this by using 
the more obvious nickname Alex, and the cuter nickname 
Alexi.

The original line here was niomokimazu, which doesn't 
instantly make sense in Japanese, either, because it is a com¬ 
bination of two words. Niomo means “too heavy” or “too big 
a burden or responsibility,” and could either refer to the re¬ 
sponsibility of liaising with Cinnabar or the load of bedding 
Phos would be expected to carry. Kimazu means “awkward,” 
as in an awkward situation. Apparently Phosphophyllite is 
so intimidated by this prospect that grammar has ceased to 
be a priority. 
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
